As a youthful sergeant 
of the U.S. Army he had come to 
the Town Crier office to have his 
mailing address changed, and 
since then the Town Crier pub- 
lisher has been able to watch his 
progress, as he went to Helicop- 
ter School. Officer Candidate 
School, and on to Vietnam. where 
he was one of the first U.S. Sol 
diers to be present as a Hell 
copter Pilot. 

Farnham flew helicopters for 
47 months. almost daily in com- 
bat. His first Silver Star was 
given him for. rescuing some 
American soldiers, who had been 

«surrounded. by. tbe enemy,..and on 
that occasion Farnham. to lighten 
his helicopter had discharged all 
his weapons and rockets, before 
descending and picking up the 
surrounded soldiers. 

‘The audience was also told of 
the last Silver Star. when. like 
the Civil War soldiers of whom 
it was said they had three horses 
shot out from beneath them. 
Farnham had three helicopters 
shot out from beneath him in one 
day’s fighting, and went back to

vited the ‘Town's By-Law Study Committee to present a 
series of articles’ concerning proposed changes in the Gen- 
eral By-Laws of Wilmington. The Committee was estab- 
lished by vote of the Annual Town Meeting in 1969, and 
recently filed their recommendations for a comprehensive 
revision of the By-Laws with the Board of Selectmen. 

It is expected that the question of adopting the new By- 
Laws will be presented to the voters at a Special Town 
Meeting — probably in May

The varsity hockey squad gained a tie for the top spot in 
MVC play with a 41 win over Tewksbury. The Wildcats 
moved back into. championship contention last week. when 
Masconomet upset Burlington, while Coach Fessenden’s 
icemen bombed No. Reading.

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This series of articles is being 
undertaken by the By-Law Study 
Committee in an effort to stir 
public discussion and a wider un- 
derstanding of the recently 
released “Proposed By-Laws.” 

A frequent suggestion for 
achieving such goals is for a 
public hearing to be held by the 
Committee. This is definitely 
planned, but consideration must 
be given to the people who cannot 
attend a hearing on a certain, 
specified night. Therefore, the 
By-Law Stuey Committee will 
employ any desirable means to 
report to the public on its Tecom- 
mendations for the ‘Proposed 
By-Laws.”” 

Generally speaking, the Com- 
mittee found that the structure 
and content of the existing by 
laws were essentially sound, 
following a sentence by sentence 
comparison with the by-laws of 
other communities and intensive 
questioning of elected and appoin- 
ted officials. Excluded from the 
concern of the Committee were 
the Zoning and Building By-Laws. 

A large bulk of the changes fall 
into three categories: first. in- 
creases in fines for by-law 
violators in order to conform to 
the General Laws and present- 
day scales: second, rewording or 
deletion for clarification, simpli- 
fication, or elimination of out- 


dated material: and third, changes 
for technical improvement in the 
effect and administration of cer- 
tain by-laws. 

Sections of the By-Laws which 
are new or which represent sub- 
stantial changes in old sections 
will be discussed in future news 
articles in order to explain them 
as much as space allows. Equal- 
ly important, will be the appraisal 
of factors resulting in these new 
proposals. 

In order to reflect the growing 
public concern over the use of 
our natural resources and the 
maintenance of our human envi- 
ronment, such new by-laws cover 
the removal of soil, sand and 
gravel: the littering and defacing 
of property: motor boat regula- 
tions: and hunting with prior 
written permission. To further 
insure the necessity that the max- 
imum amount of information be 
made available to the Voters of 
Wilmington such provisions as 
a definition of public records, 
the publishing of consultants re- 
ports in the Annual Town Report, 
and provision for the review of 
the by-laws every ten years. have 
been included in the Proposed 
By-Laws 

As far as possible, the Commit- 
tee has attempted to frame its 
recommendations so as to pro- 
vide the maximum set of choices 
for the Voters at town meeting 
Where possible. the recommen- 
dations offer the most stringent 
provisions so that if the Voters 
prefer more lenient wording for 
certain sections it can be 
achieved by amendment. 

To Be Continued 
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Planning 
Hearing 


It was a co-operative meeting. 
at least to the casual observor. 
About a score of persons were 
present. Tuesday evening, for the 
Public Hearing by the Planning 
Board, on Zoning articles in the 
warrant for the annual Town 
Meeting. The meeting was in the 
Mildred Rogers School 

To meet with the Planning Board 
next Monday will be Attorney 
Joseph Courtney and Frank D’An- 
nolfo of Stoneam, who are pro- 
posing Limited Garden apart- 
ments, off Woburn Street. Next 
Monday will be devoted to settling 
details of several amendments 
proposed in the Tuesday evening 
meeting 

The warrant article proposes a 
minimum size of 200,000 square 
feet, Mort Grant, using ques- 
tions prepared by Dennis Hazen, 
asked why such a large lot size 

Courtney told the Board that 
when he was developing the pro- 
posal he and his client wanted to 
do a good job, The large area, 
he said, along with a six building 
minimum, reduces the possibi- 
lity of “shoe-horning”. which he 
explained was trying to get an 
apartment building between two 
residences. 

A notice from the Town Mana- 
ger, read aloud, advised that the 
town did not plan to make a sur- 
vey to see if sewerage would be 
adequate for the proposed site. 
Courtney said a survey was done 
in 1969. by Whitman & Howard, 
Engineers, and that that firm sa 
no reason to deny a discharge to 
Woburn Street, and he had been 
talking recently to the Board of 
Water and Sewer Commissioners, 
and they see no reason why they 
should deny it 

Danny Gillis commented on the 
fact that the proposal calls for the 
Town Engineer to pass judge- 
ment on many items. “He is only 
‘one man. no matter how capable” 
Courtney felt that, since the Town 
Meeting would be voting on the 
proposal, there would be enough 
public control, and that the engin~ 
eer and his staff should be re-

Court- 
ney said, the purpose is to en- 
force the regulations governing 
Limited Garden Apartments, 

Courtney alo discussed the 
Limited Access planned, with 
only one road for an entrance. 
He felt that to have more would 
create a throughway, which was 
not desirable. 

Cutter’s Articles 

Article 40. re-zoning land be- 
tween Main Street and the rail- 
road, in South Wilmington, from 
General Business to Industrial 
brought questions from Danny 
Gillis. Gillis wanted to know if 
the owner would object to an 
easement along Maple Meadow 
Brook. 

Attorney Simon Cutter said it 
would be logical, since the land 
was low. and not suitable for 
building 

Mort Grant wanted to know the 
reaction to a request for a sewer 
easement. Cutter, on enquiry 
found out it would be an “inter- 
ceptor" which ordinarily is not 
available for use by adjacent land 
owners. Then, when it developed 
that the land could possibly “tie 
in” to the interceptor Cutter 
agreed to such an easement 

Cutter also handled Article 51 
which seeks to re-zone land along 
Bridge Lane from residential to 
General Business. 

Cutter said the proposal was for 
an office building. and that the 
only neighbors were a gasoline 
station and the Kingdom Hall of 
Jehovah's Witnesses. He had. 
he said. asked the congregation 
for their opinion on the re-zon 
ing. and they had felt it would be 
an asset to the neighborhood 

‘The petitioners would not be 
asking to re-zone for 100 feet 
from the proposed Richmond 
Street Bridge. Cutter said. and 
he felt that when and if the pro- 
posed overpass is built some 
kind of drainage will be provided 
80 that the proposed building will 
hot worsen any problem in the 
area,

Compugraphic Rezoning 

A landowner adjacent to 
proposed rezoning on West. St.. 
for Compugraphic, proved to be 
somewhat belligerent. 

Irene Kara. of Billerica told 
the Planning Board that if the 
proposed article to rezone gets 
through the Town Meeting she 
will have a similar article at the 
next annual Town Meeting for her 
land. She felt that the rezoning 
of land, owned by Fred Sheehan. 
for a parking lot for Compugra- 
phic, would be passing the hard- 
ship on to her. In her opinion. 
residential land next to indus- 
trial land was worthless. 

Attorney Joe Courtney countered 
that land abutting industrial land 
is not valueless, and this has been 
proved many- times in. various 
parts of the town. His client. 
however. was not now certain 
that he wanted to have the land 
rezoned as a parking lot for Com- 
pugraphic. Coriipugraphic is no 
longer definitely interested, it 
was said, and if the land is re- 
zoned it will have to be with the 
idea in mind that it could be any 
industry. 

High Density Zoning 

An attorney named Robert Lou- 
kas made the presentation for 
the proposed High Density Zon- 
ing, at the corner of West Street 
and Lowell Street. His client, 
Wilbur Thomas. lives on a lot 
there. and has been approached 
by many oil companies who want 
to locate a gas station on the site. 
They feel it is an ideal site, being 
near Route 93. and Mr. Thomas 
is believing that the site is less 
and less desirable as a residence. 
because of the increasing traffic 
on Lowell Street. 

The board pointed out that there 
is a proposed land taking. and 
that this could make the site ob- 
solete in three years. 

Loukas felt that a gas station 
was the only practical use for the 
land. He realized that the Board 
of Selectmen hadn't been encour: 
aging more gas stations in town. 
but he felt that when the time 
came there would be a re-consid- 
eration of policy

Diamond Drug 
Storage Permit 

With Selectman Jim Banda ab- 
staining, the Board of Selectmen, 
Monday night voted to grant a 
storage permit to the Diamond 
Drug Company. in a proposed 
building at the south end of Wo- 
burn Street. The permit will be 
subject to the written approval 
of the Wilmington Board of 
Health 

Banda said he abstained because 
he had reservations about placing 
of the storage tanks. The three 
tanks were proposed to be lo- 
cated in front of the building, 
which would mean pumping chem- 
icals 375 feet, from the rail- 
road cars. Banda said he 
couldn't see the builder taking 
the most inexpensive way. if pub- 
lie'safety were involved. * 

‘The Selectmen were assured by 
Fred Cain (not Wilmington’s 
Representative, but one of the 
corporation officers) that the 
plans as shown were not final. 
and that one of the most ex- 
perienced firms in underground 
storage safety, Shell Chemical 
Company. is to be preparing the 
final plans. Diamond Drug. the 
Selectmen were told. will submit 
the final plans to town officials. 
for a safety check. before con- 
struction begins. 

The officials of Diamond Drug 
told the Selectmen that they are 

great believers” in local em- 
ployment. and that they expect 
to have about 75 job openings for 
local residents in their first vear 
of operation.

Most of the shipments. the of- 
ficials of Diamond Drug told the 
Selectmen. will be. by railroad 
car. They expect to have only

their excellent safety record. 

Boutwell and Woburn Street 

Residents of both Boutwell and 
Woburn Streets were unhappy 
about the proposed 50 foot lavouts 
for their streets. which they felt 
would create “'speedways’ past 
their homes. 

Demanding to know why. side- 
walks could not be put in without! 
the widening of the streets, they 
did not seem to be any more sat- 
isfied after their hearing than 
they were before it began. 

Safe Sight Distance, and not a 
slight increase in speed. is the 
clue for the safety of children, 
Town Engineer Arthur Harding 
said. The current size of the 
road does not restrict speed. but 
it does restrict sight and refuge 
from autos. Harding said, If an 
aceident does occur, he said 
children have no place to go. 
with steep snowbanks on either 
side of the road 

He told the residents of Bout- 
well Street that. while it is now 
adequate for the limited popula 
tion. it will not be when the 
nearby land is developed. The 
“country land”. he said, would:

A REBUTTAL 


Last week, in a contributed 
article, the question was asked 
“Where Did the Taxes Go?” - 
This article is in response to 
that question - The purpose is 
two-fold: 

1) To correct the erroneous 
information in last week's ar- 
ticle, and: 

2) To point out that not only 
schools, but virtually all 
phases of Town Government 
have increased considerably 
in cost 

Increases in General 
Government 

‘The cost of General Govern- 
ment has actually increased 
78% in the last five years, not 
28% as quoted in the article. 
This increase reflects major 
growth of the Town. increased 
cost of living and expansion of 
many departments and pro- 
grams. For example: Police 
and Fire Department budgets 
have increased 94%, (This does 
not include the purchase of 
vehicles.); the Library budget

not include the Library bond): 
Recreation has increased 485% 
Blue Cross and Group In- 
surance ‘has increased 106%: 
and the Unclassified and Re- 
serve Account has increased 
114%, 
Increases in School Costs 

The cost of schools has in- 
creased 112% in the last five 
years, not the 71% quoted in 
the article. Of the projected 
1971 school costs, $663,443 
is for school bonds. This 
item has increased only 38% 
since 1966. $529,015 is bud- 
geted for school building main- 
tenance. This has increased 
86% sinee 1966 and is under 
the control of the Town Man: 
ger, not the School Commit- 
tee. $136,358 has been bud- 
geted for the Regional Voca- 
tional School. Participation in 
this school was approved by 
Town Meeting. Its budget is 
not controlled by the School 
Committee. While it is true 
that 83% of the School Bud- 
get is for salaries. this means 
that 41%, not over 50% of the 
Town's budget involves school 
department salaries. It must 
be remembered that the cost 
of many of the educational pro- 
grams are reimbursed from 
state and federal funds. In 
1970, $1,203.604,71 was re- 
imbursed to the Town in 
support of education. 

The conclusion erroneousl¥ 
drawn from last weeks faulty 
figures, is that school costs 
have risen at a disproportion- 
ate rate, namely 2.5 times as 
fast as general government. 
Actually. school costs have 
risen only 1°4 times as fast 
Therefore, one cannot single 
out the school system as the 
only villian in our rising tax 
picture, A growing town must 
institute and expand many of 
its programs in order not to
